PLEA IS MADE 
FOR JUSTICE 


Editor Constitution: In the interest 
cf justice to a. great many people, 1 
trust you will give me an opportunity 
to present as briefly as I can the in- 
justice which will be done if the new 
county of Toombs is created accord- 
ing to the provisions of the bill which 
has passed the house. 

Originally, there were two propositions 
fur Toombs county. One of these was 
prepared in the interest of Lyons, and 
it seemed to a great many people in tne 
territory affected to be so unjust if some 
particulars that a counter-proposition 
was presented, with Vidalia as the pro- 
posed county site.

Is China Awakening Herself? 

The man who talks or walks in his 
sleep is not, per se, a very dangerous 
or a very potential factor.

ers. Even today millions of the na- 
tives in the interior have never seen 
a white face.

Under its influence the | 
drowsy giant is stirring uneasily and) 
waking, if we may employ the term, 
piece-meal. In many instances the 
inoculation may not be “taking;” as 
in the case of the textile boycott, 
which now seems to be developing a 
dozen unexpected ramifications. It is 
not “taking” in half a dozen other 
directions where occidental ideas and 
ideals clash hopelessly with those of| 
the Orient. | 

But these factors, whether harmo-| 
nious or inimical, all 


tend toward) 
one end—the awakening of the entire 
empire, or, to put it more comprehen- 
sively, the welding of a national] spirit 
which has, up to this time, been 
lacking. Once give the nation some- 
thing in common to promote a bet- 
ter jnternecine acquaintance and to 
justify mutual action, and the world 
will come very near ‘witnessing that 
spectacle long mooted but never im- 
minent—the full awakening and golid- 
ifying of China. 

China’s brush with Japan ten years 
ago did something toward this end. 
Her sad experience with Russian ana 
other diplomacy has also partaken 
of very decided resuscitating power. 
It is doubtful, though, if the influ- 
ence of either penetrated very far 
below the more intelligent classes, 
until] the natives found themselves in 
the position of the Russian masses— 
taxed heavily to meet indemnities the 
meaning of which they did not under- 
stand. Again, like the Russians, they 
are developing into questioners. They 
are learning very slowly, as a child 
learns its alphabet, the designs of 
western powers and the viewpoint of 
the latter regarding Chinese tradi- 
tions and customs and trade. 

This process is necessarily of grad- 
ual growth. There are eighteen prov- 
inces in the empire, nearly all of 
which differ radically from the oth- 
ers in dialect, sympathies and to an 
extent interests. Before the advent 
of the white man, they were content 
to jog along in the ruts worn by the 
centuries, unacquainted with each 


their own business. Now that they 
are being given common cause for re- 
sentment; that their pocket-nerve is 
being touched and their pride so irri- 
tated as to appeal to even the humblest 
elements, it may be assumed logically 
that the attainment of nationalization 
will be wonderfully accelerated. The 
guilefully guileless Wu Ting-fang in- 
timates this much candidly when he 
characterizes the unanimity of the 
boycott sentiment as “a symptom of 


nationality.” 

It is in reality a “symptom” that 
China does not need the gentle min- 
istrations of Japan in attaining a 
waking state. The western nations 
have prodded her long enough and 
with sufficient violence to wake the 
soundest sleeper, and her own intel- 
ligence seems to be doing the rest. 
She is wakening herself, largely 
through the very exigencies of the 
situation; and in a condition of full 
consciousness seems fully capable of 
protecting her own interests with 
weapons more effectual if less lethal 
than those of civilization. 

It is to be hoped that the western 
nations, and especially the United 
States, will be governed by discretion 
and discrimination in dealing with a 
situation absolutely unique. We may 
not entertain an exalted opinion of 
Chinese provincial intelligence, and 
we may be skeptical of the awaken- 
ing of the empire; but the boycott 
and other straws are tolerably sound 
evidence along these lines, and it 
must be remembered that our power 
stops short of ability to sell goods at 
the point of a gun.

Governor May Borrow. 

The casual deficiency resolution gives 
the governor authority to borrow 
money, not to exceed $200,000, to supply 
any casual deficiencies in the state 
treasury. The constitution authorizes 
such a loan as this, but the consent of 
the legislature is necessary before the 
governor can negotiate the loan or any 
part of it that may be needed. 

During the first hour of the session 
unanimous consents were asked for right 
and left for bringing up measures out 
of their regular order.

The senate amendment making an ap- 
propriation for new shelves in the state 
library on which to place books now 
stored In the basement of the capitol, 
was agreed to. 

The house concurred in the senate 
amendment increasing the appropriation 
to the geological department from $8,- 
000 to $10,000, on account of extra work 
that has been put upon the department. 

The amendment requiring that the 
president of the state board of health 
make an annual itemized statement of 
expenses to the governor, was also con- 
curred in, and the bill goes back to the 
senate for action on the amendments dis- 
agreed to, 

Census of Veterans. 


The house passed by a vote of 88 to 
3 the bill by Mr. Filiken of Wayne, pro- 
viding for the taking of a census of all 
confederate veterans and widows of 
confederate veterans in the state. The 
bill requires the comptroller general to 
have put in the tax digests for 1906, a 
separate column or columns in which 
the tax receiver is required to record 
the names of all confederate veterans 
and widows of confederate veterans in 
their respective counties. Justices of 
the peace are required to furnish the 
tax receivers names of all confederate 
veterans and widows, in their respective 
militia districts, at the same time they 
furnish the usual lists of taxpayers. The 
ax receiver is to be paid by his county 
five cents for each name recorded. 

Mr. Miliken took the floor in earnest 
advocacy of his measure. The old sol- 
diers and widows are rapidly passing 
away, he said, and unless some record 
of them is made now it wiu be too 
late. Mr. Miliken’s apeal was effective, 
and the house passed the bul, and or- 
dered it at once transmitted to the 


senate. 
As to Bils of Exception. 

By a vote of 97 to O, the house passed 
the bill by Mr. Hall df Bibb, to amend 
paragraph |, section 5636 of the code, 
so as to allow amendments to be made 
to main and cross bills of exceptions, 
carried to the supreme court. This bill 
provides that where important matters 
are omitted from main and cross bills 
of exceptions, madvertertly or other- 
wise, these omissions may be certified 
by the judge presiding, within twenty 
days, and such certificate shall then 
become a part of the original main or 
cross bill of exceptions in the supreme 
court. ‘This is the practice in almost 
every other state in the union except 
Georgia. The bill appHes to cases now 
pending as well as to all future Ntiga- 
thon.

Steed stated that the object of his reso- 
lution was not to block consideration of 
the genera] tax act, but to put those 
interested on notice when the new coun- 
ties would be considered by the sen- 
ate, 

An amendment by Senator Candler to 
the resolution of Senator Steed provid- 
ing that the new counties should not in- 
terfere with the consideration of the gen- 
eral tax act, and also an amendment 
by Senator Miller providing that the new 
counties should be made the specidl or- 
der after the tax act, were both adopted. 

Senator Wheatley in favoring the reso- 
lution stated that he did not want to see 
any filibustering on the tax act so as 
to delay action on new county matters. 
He believed that if the senate attended 
strictly to business there would be plenty 
of time for ample consideration of the 
tax act and also the new counties, 


New County Opposition. 


It was generally rumored on the floor 
of the senate yesterday that the oppo- 
tion to some of the new counties created 
was preparing to make a fight by means 
of dilatory tactics when the general tax 
act came ub, by taking up the balance of 
the time of the session in the considera- 
tion of that measure, leaving none for 
the consideration of new counties. 

It is not known definitely that such a 
fight will be made, but it is known that 
there is strong opposition to several] of 
the new counties created. As to What 
course will be pursued will depend large- 
ly upon the action of the new. county 
committee of the senate, 

No action was taken by this commit- 
tee yesterday and it is not yet definitely 
known what will be its report. Some 
think that the senate committee will 
abide by the tacit agreement entered into 
by the two committees and will favorably 
report to the senate the eight new coun- 
ties that have been favorably passed 
upon by the house. Others think the 
senate committee will make some 
changes, possibly reporting only six fa- 
vorably. The former opinion seems to 
prevail among a majority of the mem- 
bers. 

As to what action the senate will take 
if all] eight counties are reported favor- 
ably by the committee, few are willing 
to forecast. There seems to be no one 
willing to risk the chance of his judg- 
ment being shown up as faulty or his 
ability as a prophet doubted, by forecast- 
ing what action the senate will take on 
the new counties. 

The small skirmish yesterday indicated, 
however, that a fight is ahead.

Veterinary Surgeon Bill. 

The house spent some time at the af- 
ternoon session in considering the bill 
by Mr. King of Newton, to provide for 
the appointment of a veterinary surgeon 
by the commissioner of agriculture to 
look after contagious and infectious dis- 
eases of cattle and live stock. The bill 
provides for appointing such a veterin- 
ary surgeon only when his services are 
needed, and he is to be paid $5 a day 
and expenses. Considerable objection 
was raised to the bill on account of a 
provision which required counties to pay 
half the value of any cattle or live 
stock destroyed to prevent the spread of 
diseases. It was stated it would be un- 
constitutional for counties to levy a tax 
for this purpose. Because of these ob- 
jections the Dill was tabled. : 

A favorable report was made by the 
general judiciary committee on the bil] 
providing for cities and towns traversed 
by county Hines, to decide by election 
into which county they would go. 

Several local bills were read the gec- 
end time, and the house adjourned to 
meet again at 8 o'clock p. m 
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had been rajlroaded! being withdrawn from this state. 


The members felt, however, they would 
rather take the chances of losing the 
government appropriation than to have 
in any case negro officers taking rank 
over white officers, as might easily 
come about under the provisions of the 
Dick law. 

Mr. Land’s bill to abolish the negro 
troops was the first special order for 
the afternoon session. There are at 
present five negro companies in Geor- 
gia, three in Savannah, one in Macon, 
and one in Augusta. 

A Saving to the State. 

Mr. Land said his bill was a pure 
business proposition and was in no sense 
designed to stir up race prejudice, 38 
some supposed. The abolishment of 
the negro troops would involve a saving 
try the state of $20,000 to $25,000, for 
which the state does not get value re- 
ceived, because .the negro troops re 
never used for riot duty or any othe. 
purpose. 

In the next place, Mr. Land said that 
under the Dick militia law all the troops 
of the state must be placed on an equal 
fcoting, and each company must be as- 
signed to some regiment. On this ac- 
count, the white troops of fhe state 
desired the passage of this bill, be- 
cause, very naturally, they do not wish 
tc be required to affiliate with the ne- 
gro troops. 

Mr. Land said there was no consti- 
tutional provision which would interfere 
with abolishing the negro troops Dy 
this legislation: The passage of the 
measure, he asserted, would in no wise 
interfere with the military rights of 
the negroes. 

Opposed by Mr. Hall. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, opposed the bill. 
These negro troops had been provided 
for under the general law passed at the 
irstance of the military officials of the 
state two years ago, Mr. Hall said, 
and there was no reason or justice in 
mustering them out now, unless they 
fail to come up to the required stand- 
ards. Mr. Hall said he did not think 
the negro troops would be put in white 
regiments; there would be no difficulty 
in getting around that. 

If this bill should be passed, purely 
for the purpose of abolishing the ne- 
gro troops because they are negroes, 
the federal government, he said, would 
put such conditions and restrictions upon 
the state as would make it impossible 
for the state to accept any of the gov- 
ernment appropriation under the Dick 
bibll. Mr. Hall said legislation against 
the negro because he is a negro was 
a very dangerous principle. It might be 
applied also to a certain class of whites, 
Such legislation as this might react upon 
the state troops in unwelcome legislation 
by the federal . congress. 

Mr. Hall said there were occasions 
on which the negro troops might weil 
perform duty for the state, such, for 
instance, as representing Georgia at the 
Roosevelt inauguration. 

Protest from Savannah. 

Mr. Stovall, of Chatham, spoke against 
the bill. He said the colored troops were 
among the best of negro citizens in the 
state. They had done nothing to justify 
this action On thé part of the legislature. 
They were lawabiding and were ready to 
perform any service they might be called 
upon to do. Mr. Stovall had read by the 
clerk a memorial from some of the prom- 
inent negro militia officers of Savannah, 
urging the defeat of the Land bill, which 
they considered was aimed at them sole- 
ly on account of their race and color. 
Mr. Stovall stated In justice to the other 
side that he had also received telegrams 
from some of the white officers in Sa- 
vannah, urging him to support the bill. 
He thought, however, the measure was 
unjust and unwise, and that it should 
not be passed. 

Mr. Mann, of Dougherty, chairman of 
the committee on military affairs, spoke 
briefly in support of the bill. Its only 
object was to disband the negro battalion 
as at present organized. It took away 
no right of the governor and adjutant 
general to organize colored troops, when- 
ever they thought proper to do so. The 
existence of the negro troops would de- 
lay the progress of the white troops in 


the manner of selecting new counties, 
electing officers, etc.
